disallowed and the requisition 
will remain unchanged. 

Amendments to the School Act 
and Taxation Act this year made 
provision for town councils to ap¬ 
peal against school requisitions if 
such requisitions showed an in¬ 
crease of more than 20 percent 
over those of the previous year. 

Due largely to necessary in¬ 
creases in_ the salaries of local 
school teachers, the Vulcan School 
District’s requisition on the Town 
of Vulcan this year was 40 per¬ 
cent up over the 1947 requisition 
and the Town made an appeal a- 
gainst the amount of Increase to 
the commission set up by the pro¬ 
vincial government for this 
purpose. 

At a recent meeting of repre¬ 
sentatives of the Town Council 
and School Board an analysis of 
the requisition was made by a rep¬ 
resentative of the Commission. 

Commissioner J. W. Judge has

While the outlook for the 1948 
world wheat crop remains gener¬ 
ally favorable, it is not assured 
that all food requirements of 
wheat can be met and all controls 
over consumption discounted. The 
weather would have to remain un¬ 
usually favorable until after har¬ 
vest to make this possible. 

A good European crop is antici¬ 
pated. Harvesting has commenced 
in some of the southern European 
countries and with good weather 
should be general soon. Acreage in 
Roumania is estimated at 6,175,000 
and if no drouth or rust is exper¬ 
ienced the yield is expected to be 
about 14.1 bushels per acre; com¬ 
pared to a nine-bushel average 
last year. This would provide a 
wheat crop of 94.7 million bushels 
as compared to only 52.3 million 
last year. Reports on the Russian 
grain crop are conflicting and un¬ 
reliable, but it would appear that 
conditions have been generally fav¬ 
orable and that Russia will prob¬ 
ably have significant quantities

Potatoe Beetles 

Potato beetles have made an 
early appearance this year and 
both adults and grubs were busily, 
at work in many potatoe crops 
soon after the plants emerged. 
Officials of the Field Crops Branch 
advise the promptness in dealing 
with potato beetles is particular¬ 
ly important. The soft bodied grubs 
are easier to destroy than the 
hard backed beetles, so early pols- 
onlng'is especially effective in re¬ 
ducing loss. 

There are many effective Insect¬ 
icides available, including the 
newer D.D.T. and rotenone pro¬ 
ducts. Paris green and arsenate of 
lead are quite effective, but they 
are .deadly poisons and are less 
commonly used than formerly. All 
poisons should he used according 
to the cont&iner

If sprayers and dusters have 
been used for 2,4-D to destroy 
weeds make sure that they’are 
thoroughly cleaned before using 
them for application of dusts and 
sprays to control potato beetles. 

Even a very small quantity of 2,4- 
D in contact with the potato crop 
■ may prove disasterous. 

Rotation and Cultural Practices 

From the standpoint of disease 
control as well as from the nutrit¬ 
ional point of view, it is advisable 
to practice rotational rather than 
continuous cropping in vegetable 
gardening. This will not guarantee 
a disease-free garden but it will 
help. 

Vigorous, well nourished plants- 
are less likely to be severely dam¬ 
aged by certain types of disease 
<not 4 all> than weak, impoverish¬ 
ed ones. Hence it is well to rotate, 
fertilize and cultivate in such a 
way as to encourage this type of 
growth in the garden. Good cul-^ 
tural practices wil lalso keep weeds 
under control and this injum will 
result in better disease control.

CONTROL OF 
GULLY EROSION ' 

The spring run-off this year has 
caused serious erosion in many 
localities in Southern Alberta. 
Some erosion takes place every 
spring to make us realize that pre- 
cautijns should be taken to con¬ 
trol it. 

On most farms there are drain- 
ageways that occasionally carry an 
excess of run-off water, seeding 
down to grass is the most satis¬ 
factory way to prevent erosion of 
these natural drainageways. The 
furmer will be well repaid for do¬ 
ing a little preparatory work be¬ 
fore doing the actual seeding. 

Last week a drainageway was 
prepared for seeding at the Noble- 
ford Substation. Both sides of the 
drain were plowed with a four- 
bottom plow and then a small grad¬ 
er was used to fill in the eroded 
parts. The grader was then used 
to level out the bottom of the 
draw so that, the channel was flat 
and about'ten feet wide. The sides 
were then graded so that imple¬ 
ments can pass across. The natural
